FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
DECEMBER, 1907.* 


I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for December, 1907, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1906, show increases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of 
British produce, but a decrease in the Exports of Foreign and 
Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in December, 1907, was 56,002,3961., 
an increase of 1,530,8941., or 2-4 per cent., as compared with 
December, 1906, whilst the total Exports amounted to 39,461,7081. 
or an increase of 306,461/. The Exports of British produce 
show an increase of 1,332,5611., or 4°2 per cent., as compared 
with December, 1906, whilst there is a decrease of 1,026,1001., or 
13:2 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN DECEMBER, 1907. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
December, 1907, amounted to 3,456,321 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,561,696 tons, as against 3,414,990 tons entered, and 
4,223,289 tons cleared during December, 1906. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
December, 1907, amounted to 2,381,914 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,321,145 tons, as against 2,563,058 tons entered, and 
2,516,552 tons cleared in December, 1906. 


VI—TWELVE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-DECEMBER). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the year ended 31st December, 1907, amounted to 
41,402,510 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 57,583,044 tons, as 
against 41,959,514 tons entered and 54,298,674 tons cleared during 
the year 1906. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage 
entered with cargoes during the vear ended 3lst December, 1907, 
amounted to 31,078,887 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 30,682,977 
tons, as against 32,768,950 tons entered and 32,315,382 tons 
cleared during the preceding year. 





ECONOMIC POSITION IN GERMANY. 


The following extracts from a despatch received by the Foreign 
Office from H.M. Consul-General at Frankfort-on-Main (Sir Francis 
Oppenhetmer) may be of interest :— 

Industrial credits have been reduced as far as possible. The 
high discount rates have checked the inclination for further 
industrial loans, and have prevented the thoughts even of the 
issue of new companies, so that in this respect undue risks are at 
present greatly reduced ; whereas former commercial crises revealed 
the fact that commercial credits had been granted with an absolutely 
unwarrantable levity, experts seem confident that from this point 
of view the immediate future harbours no danger. 

During the present times the tendency of syndication, which 
has for years characterised German commercial life, fosters a feeling 
of re-assurance because, during the receding commercial tide, 
syndicates prevent any disastrous drifting. , 

There is a concensus of opinion that the various leading 
syndicates at present have their trades well in hand, and are 
successfully pursuing a coolheaded policy, to which its members 
and the public have for years become accustomed, and which, in 
spite of notorious drawbacks, neither would be very willing to, see 
abandoned. 
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Economic Position in Germany. 





A further moment of stability is introduced into the market by 
the very considerable orders which have been placed by the State 
Railways, by the naval and military authorities—orders so con- 
siderable that they have secured to a number of industries 
contracts demanding ample employment over a considerable span 
of time. 

The concentration in the banking world, which tended to 
transfer great influence into a few hands, has greatly facilitated a 
survey of the actual situation. The trend of the market could thus 
be more easily gauged, and when the moment for caution had come, 

caution could be practised. . . 

It cannot be denied that the present financial situation, if it 
continues, harbours some distant sources of danger. 

If many works as stated are at present working without profit, 
they are enabled to do so in consequence of the excellent times 
which have only just come to an end, and which have rendered 
possible the acquisition of new labour-saving plant and the 
accumulation of very considerable reserves. ‘The present policy of 
work without immediate profit is encouraged by a general expecta- 
tion that money will become cheaper again early in the New Year ; 
with a reduction of the discount rate, there will be a revival of 
profit, however small. The present policy is also pursued. because 
manufacturers aze anxious to keep their workmen; there has been 
for years and there will be again scarcity of labour, and more 
especially of skilled labour, when orders return. Should the 
hope of cheaper money early in 1908 fail, this policy of resigned 
waiting will have to come to an end, and the labour market will 
first betray the coming storm. 

If, contrary to all hopes, the bank rate should continue abnor- 
mally high, even beyond these cold months of the year, when all 
building is stopped from natural causes, a serious crisis may 
originate in and with the building trade, which has been watched 
not without misgivings for some ‘time past. Building, and more 
especially building on speculation, generally works w ith borrowed 
money. ‘The rate of interest for mortgages has been gradually 
rising. Even first-class mortgages can no longer be had at 3} and 
34 per cent.; the rate of interest averages 4 per cent. for the best 
and reaches 5 per cent. and over tor the others. Even at these 
rates money is no longer to be had; unless, with the change of the 
season, a change takes place, all inducement for a revival of the 
building activity will fail. Such a calamity would affect all the 
dependent trades, such as stone, cement, wood, iron, glass, &c. It 
is not improbable that in some towns an exaggerated speculation of 
older date will lead in any case to some “ Krach ” in building sites 
and financial catastrophes in the building trade.

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EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT CLOTHING CONTRACTS. . 


With reference to the article published on pp. 506-7 of the 

‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 12th December last, respecting the 
ready-made clothing trade of Egypt, the following particulars of 
the Egyptian Government contracts under this heading are taken 
from the “Journal” of the British Chamber of Commerce of 
Egypt :— 

Ministry of the Interior.—The total value of the clothing ordered 
during 1906 was 8,425/., comprising 4,000 cloth tunics valued at 
2,182/., 4,300 cloth trousers (1,582/.), 15,000 white tunics (2,538/.), 
and 15,000, white trousers (2,1231.). 


Coast Guard Administration The total value of the annual 
requirements of ready-made clothing is 1,973/., comprising 900 
serge frocks valued at 4711., 1,200 khaki drill frocks (3201.), 700 
serge trousers (208/.), 1 200 khaki drill trousers (2151.), 650 serge 
jumpers (223/.), 1,000 sailors’ serge trousers (384/.), and 200 pea 
jackets (152/.). 

Post Office Administration.—The contracts for ready-made clothing 
during 1907 were valued as follows:—The total value of those for 
summer wear was 1,739/., comprising 300 uniforms valued at 3871., 
1,150 tunics for postmen and servants (300/.), 1,150 trousers 
(2231.), 760 tunics for clerks (5781.), 300 pairs of boots (1181.), 
and other clothing (133/.). The total value of those for winter 
wear was 2,967/., consisting of 300 uniforms valued at 494J/., 1,150 
tunics for postmen and servants (648/.), 1,150 trousers (4591.), 760 
tunics for clerks (738/.), and other clothing (628/.). 

Egyptian Customs Administration—The quantities of clothing 
taken during 1906 were 500 khaki uniforms—coat and trousers 
—at 8s. 6d. each, 350 khaki uniforms (8s. 7d. each), 250 serge 
uniforms (19s. 6d. each), 500 serge uniforms (18s. 5d. each), 
350 serge uniforms (los. ld. each), 250 serge uniforms 
(11. 5s. 8d. each), and 200 overcoats (19s. 6d. each). 

Quarantine Administration—-The quantity of clothing taken 
duriig 1907 was 258 khaki aniforms at 9s. 9d. each, 253 serge 
uniforms (19s. 1d. each), 80 serge uniforms (12s. 11d. each), 
80 other uniforms (10s, 9d. each), and 62 pea jackets (16s. 6d. 
éach).

FRAUDULENT INVOICES IN JAPAN. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) has 
forwarded an extract from the ‘“ Japan Gazette” containing a 
resumé of a circular issued by the Kobe Customs officials, which, 
after pointing out that the increased Customs duty has largely 
added to the amount of the duty imposed on goods, states that this 
has led some merchants to forge or alter the invoices of goods in 
an attempt to partly evade the payment of the duty. The circular 
goes on to say that the Customs authorities hope to frustrate such 
practices by the strict examination of the quality and value of 
goods, but the trouble involved in such examination will greatly 
impede the rapid transaction of Customs business. Unless some 
step of this kind is taken, however, goods passed by dishonest 
means will damage honest merchants and impede the natural 
development of trade. The Customs authorities, adds the circular, 
have been doing their utmost to expedite the passage of goods 
through the Customs, and the Superintendent regrets to be com- 
pelled to resort to such measures as searching the offices of mer- 
chants to obtain evidence. He will be bound, however, to take 
such a course if practices are continued which militate against the 
right of the State to collect duties imposed by law. Recently a 
few business offices have been subjected to the domiciliary visit of 
the Customs authorities.

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg reports that the Russian 
' Minister of Ways and Communications is 
7 Railway -despate hing a special Inter-Departmental Com- 
evelopment. mission, under the presidency of Privy Councillor 
O. A. Struve (an engineer, and a member of the Committee of 
Administration for the construction of railways), to inspect and 
to take over the new line connecting the Trans-Caucasian railways 
with the Persian frontier at the town of Julfa. The new line, says 
the ** Novoe Vremya,” in addition to its strategic importance, is 
also important for Russia’s trade in the Near Kast, connecting it 
with the main routes which lead to the coramercial centres and 
markets of Persia. According to the “ Bourse Gazette,” three 
experts in the employ of the Moscow-Kursk Railway are leaving 
Moscow to assist in the survey and construction of a line from 
Kursk, vid Herat, to Calcutta and Bombay.

H.M. Consul at Palermo (Mr. J. A. Churchill) reports, in connec- 
Combinati tion with the renewal of the Italian Government 
ombination of aS se wre Dnata Laie leah 
Italian Steamship °"s!dies for navigation and postal services, tha 
Lines as the Government have decided to institute a 
State mail service between the Continent, 
Italian Islands, and the North of Africa, in conjunction with their 
Railway Administration, but have no ships ready, the “ Navigazione 
Generale Italiana,’ by absorbing its rival the “ Lloyd Italiana,” 
hoped to place itself in a position to dictate terms to the State and 
thereby force it to give up the idea of taking away the subsidies 
for the mail service between Italy, Sardinia, Sicily, Tripoli and 
Tunis. Besides the steamship line, there was another inducement 
to come to an understanding with the “ Lloyd Italiana,” and that 
was its ownership of the Riva Tri rigoso shipbuilding yard and dock, 
the only one outside the combination controlled by the Cantieri 
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Shipping and Transport. 





Riuniti di Palermo, Ancona and Muggiano. The “ Navigazione 
Generale Italiana” increases its capital from fifty-four to sixty 
million lire by 20,000 shares: it purchases 51,000 out of 100,000 
shares of the ‘ Lloyd Italiana,” thereby securing the control of 
that Company, and it joins the shipbuilding combination—the 
Cantieri Riuniti—which in its turn is obliged to acquire an absolu e 
control of the Societa esercizio bacini (dockyards) and Cantieri 
(shipbuilding establishments) of Riva Trigoso. By this combina- 
tion the ‘‘ Navigazione Generale Italiana” controls nearly all 
Italian steamship companies of any importance outside the “‘ Lloyd 
Sabaudo.” ‘The companies allied with it are now the Florio and 
Rubattino, which together form the '“ Navigazione Generale 
Italiana,” the ‘*‘ Veloce” and the “Italia” in both of which the 
‘‘ Navigazione Generale Italiana” owns a controlling share. 

Controlling shipbuilding yards, the ‘‘ Navigazione Generale 
Italiana ” hopes to get Government orders for the construction and 
repairs of Goverment ships. 

All these companies maintain their autonomous administration, 
but are controlled by one individual interest.

H.M. Consul at Guayaguil (Mr. A. Cartwright) reports that the 
total imports of coal into that port during the year 
1906 were 33,959 tons (of 1,000 kilos.), com- 
prising 2,370 tons from Great Britain, 30,188 
tons from Australia, and 1,401 tons from other countries, as against 
a total of 23,177 tons in the preceding year. Up to the end of

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November, 1907, a total tonnage of 26,005 tons had been received, 
comprising 9,907 tons from Great Britain and 16,098 tons from 
Australia. ‘The increase in the imports of coal from Great Britain 
was due to the fact that the Guayaquil and Quito Railroad Com- 
pany ran short of coal, and had to buy up in Chile two shiploads of 
West Hartley steam coal, but for quality, &c., they give the prefer- 
ence to Australian grade.

MEXICO.

be noted that the Mexican ‘ Diario Oficial” of the 5th December 
publishes a further contract relating to a similar concession on the 
Mexican Gulf Coast. The concession has been granted to General 
Romulo Cuellar, in a district defined as the territorial waters in 
the zone comprised between the Tordo, or Sandoval Bar, and the 
Tigre Bar, on the coast of the State of Tamaulipas. ‘The conces- 
sionaire undertakes to establish, within two years from the date of 
publication of the contract, at Soto la Marina, or at some other 
point near the coast, a factory for curing the products of the 
fisheries.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


The following particulars are given by H.M. Consul at Buenos 
Ayres (Mr. A. C. Ross, C.B.) respecting a visit 
recently paid by him to Bahia Blanca :— 

The ‘‘ Mercado Victoria,” a produce store with a 
capacity of from five to six thousand tons, consists of a series of sub- 
stantial brick buildings and is rented to the consignees of produce. 
The product chiefly stored is wool, but quantities of feathers, hides, 
skins, and horse and cow hair also come in, and vaults are being 
constructed for the wine which is expected to come from Mendoza 
by the Pacific Company’s new line wd Catrilo. Railway waggons 
run alongside each of the stores, and the market, which is managed 
by an Englishman, is the property of the Buenos Ayres and Pacific 
Railway Company. The pressing demand for space has cansed 
proposals to be discussed for erecting another storey on some of the 
sheds, but no definite conclusion has been arrived at yet. 

The new gas works, about half-way between Bahia Blanca and 
Ingeniero White, have one gasometer with a capacity of 250,000 
cubic feet, which at present is sufficient for the demand. The 
buildings have been well equipped, and the Company, with the 
object of increasing the use of gas, have imported gas fittings, 
brackets, stoves, ventilating fans, &c., and have a showroom for these. 
The quality of the gas is excellent, and the business is rapidly in- 
creasing. 


Report on a Visit 
to Bahia Blanca. 
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At Puerto Galvan, the Buenos Ayres and Pacific Railway 
Company are building a series of piers of reinforced cement; the 
completed scheme will afford berths for 35 steamers. On_ the 
portion already completed there are movable cranes and elevators 
for handling grain in bags and bulk, and they can now handle 
5,000 tons per day. They are all electrically driven. A grain 
elevator ot’ reinforced cement, having a capacity of 3,000 tons, is 
under construction. At Ingeniero White also, the Buenos Aires 
Great Southern Railway Company have under construction two 
large iron grain elevators, and a power-house with the latest 
appliances in water-tube boilers, turbines, &c. is being erected. 

The reservoir of the new water works has sides and bottom lined 
with cemented brickwork. It has a capacity of 6,250,000 gallons, 
and is divided into two parts for emptying and cleaning purposes. 
A cement roof and a series of filter-beds are to be constructed. 
The system, which will not be completed for some months, is 
designed to supply water for sixty ihoenenl people—double the 
number in Bahia Blanca at present. 

In addition to the four important works above noted, a handsome 
block of Municipal buildings is being erected, streets have been 
paved with granite block, and much building of good style, both 
for public and private purposes, is going on. 

The Bahia Blanca North Western line, which was acquired by 
the Buenos Ayres and Pacific Company with a view of providing 
an ocean port for the grain from the districts on their line, and 
also the connecting of their main line to Mendoza, thus bringing 
to Bahia Blanca new traffic, has given a great impetus to the 
trade of the latter place. 

The new Pacific line to Catrilo has only been open a year, but 
houses are heing built at every station where landowners have given 
facilities. The line runs through narrow valleys. The geological 
formation is the same as that of the greater part of the province 
of Buenos Ayres, a species of alluvial deposit. From the Station 
Rivera a stage road runs to the great salt deposits at Macachin. 
Samples from these have given good results, but the deposits 
have not yet been worked on any scale.

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, S.W., for the purpose 
of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 
Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected with the Colony, such as commercial products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 
prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, H.C. by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, but under the 

eneral direction of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade. The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals 
with, and supplies free, information in regard to the products and 
resources of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to 
the settler, their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in 
force in them affecting trade, &c., &c.
